Tn-  publishing"  a  sec';>ri(l  volinne  of  tlie  Collections  of  the  Sonn 
Cap.oj.I-va  Historical  S  )v  ikty,  a  ft' w  words  of  intro'lnctiou  are  do- 
mandetl  in  behalf  of  ooiii  tlie  Printer  and  th^'  ?ul.ii-;,ing*  Commit- 
tee. In  this  volume,  as  well  as  in  the  prceodin;^  one,  names  of 
persons  and  places  are  spelt  irre.^Ttlarly  and  inconsistently,  aiivl 
frequently,  if  present  nsaii-e  is  the  ordy  standard,  erroneously.  As 
we  do  not  assume  the  function  of  editors,  we  have  not  felt  authori- 
zed to  change  the  expression  of  the  manuscript,  except  in  a  h-w 
cases  where  a  mistake  palpably  exists.  We  do  not  pretend  that 
we  have  cummittedno  blunders;  but  we  have  all  studied  to  mako 
the  printed  version  conform  as  closely  as  possil^le  to  the  manu- 
script. Sometimes  we  have  been  obliged  to  truess  at  the  Tumit  s 
in  the  original.  We  can  not  assert  that  our  guesses  have  always 
been  happy. 

A  large  portion  of  this  volume,  as  well  as  of  thtj  first,  contains 
a  list  and  aiistract  of  documents  from  the  State  Paper  Office  in 
London.  These  require  to  be  indexed;  but  as  the  abstract  on 
hand  is  not  yet  exhausted,  and  the  Society's  Agent  in  London  is 
still  occupied  in  compiling  the  papers,  no  index  can  as  yet  IjC 
satisfactorily  executed.  A  complete  index  will  make  a  necessary 
and  valuable  portion  of  a  future  volu.ne,  when  the  wliole  list 
shall  have  been  completed  and  printed. 

Tlie  documents  in  this  volume  appeal  to  tlie  public  attention. 
Amung  them  is  the  first  volum.e  ( -dS..)  of  the  Journal  of  the  Coun. 
cii  of  Safe t}".  The  three  volumes  which  are  wanted  tt)  comph c- 
tlie  history  of  the  First  Council,  have  been  (for  want  of  a  sociery 
to  interest  itself  in  their  preservation/,  irretrievably  lost.  The 
four  volcn;es  of  the  Journal  of  the  Second  Council  are  in  the  p-v^'. 
session  of  this  Society,  but  are  not  yet  published,  because  we 
have  not  yet  had  time  to  examine  an<l  arran.jro  the  numeron-^ 
papers  belonging  to  the  Society,  whicli  w«^uld  i!lu>trate  the  w'ou.i-. 
nal.  That  the  publication  of  the  first  vo^  i-ne  is  made  thus  early 
is  owing  to  tht^-  liberal  aid  of  the  Legislature.  How  soon  th^ 
otl'.ers  may  see  the  light  will  depend  upon  the  interest  wiiich  Ih^

people  of  SoTith-Carolina  may  take  in  the  preservation  and  dis- 
semination of  the  maioriald  of  their  own  history. 

2so  account  of  the  Ilnguenot  Colony  at  Now  Bordeaux,  Abbe- 
yille  District,  can  be  ccnisiJcred  complete  without  a  notice  of  the 
pastor  and  founder  of  the  Colony,  Jolin  Louis  Gibert.  He  ^yas 
born  in  lT2i!.  and  died  in  Aug:iist,  1773.  His  younprer  brother 
■was  many  years  French  Chaplain  at  St.  James;  he  afterwards 
accepted  a  liyiDg-  in  Guernsey,  where  he  died,  at  an  adyanccd 
age,  in  1817.  John  Louis  Gibert  was  buried  at  Badwell,  where 
he  had  liyed,  and  the  epita[)h  <ni  the  tombstone  erected  by  his 
grandson,  will  be  read  with  interest.  It  is  the  composition  of 
Hu^h  Swinton  Legare.

It  is  the  province  of  Reason  to  disting-uish  between  right  an'l 
wrong:,  and  to  deduce  from  that  distinction  rules  for  the  condiico 
of  life. 

But  Reason  itself  is  not  exempt  from  en-or.  Theory  and 
speculation  often  fail  in  d(;ctrine  as  well  as  in  practice,  and  th(  re 
are  no  errors  so  dangerous  as  the  mistakes  of  men  in  whom  tlie 
faculty  of  reason  is  predomJnant,  because  they  have  the  power, 
by  persuasion  and  argument,  of  making  those  mistakes  the 
suiirce  of  pernicious  opinions.  Not  to  mention  the  disturbirvu- 
influence  of  interest  and  passion,  the  seeds  of  eiTor  are  so  thi'/L'K- 
sowii,  that  Reason  itself  must  lean  on  the  authority  of  Experi- 
ence. 

Many  trains  of  thought,  like  streams  that  have  no  outi-  r, 
tOTtninate  in  uncertainty,  and  there  are  problems  in  moral  phdo- 
sophy  on  which  reason  disputes  in  vain. 

Xot  individuals  merely,  but  whole  communities,  are  divide-l 
by  opinions  in  which  both  parties  are  equally  clear.  Tiieve  t4 
many  a  debate,  where  there  is  no  decision;  and  the  judgment  '■>( 
one  ago  is  often  reversed  by  the  next.  Tims  tiie  adberent;-j  of 
antiquity,  under  the  name  of  Conservatives,  and  the  partisans  or 
progress,  under  the  banner  of  Reform,  wage  an  endleid  war. 
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Vv^iiilu  by  one  party  the  clouds  that  obscure  the  sky  arc  hailed 
with  g'ladrjoss.  as  harl>ina:ers  of  retVcsliinix  rain,  to  otiier  minds 
the  troubled  atm<:)sphere  is  fiUed  with  direful  portents  of  the 
coming  storm.  On  the  one  side,  whatever  is  new  is  welcome; 
while  witli  others,  truth  itself  would  be  rejected,  if  it  had  not 
the  stamp  of  antiquity. 

Tliouirh  opinion  assumes  such  various  shapes,  and  whole  armies 
are  recruited  for  tlie  dcfc-nce  of  every  sort  of  doctrine,  they  all 
equally  appeal  to  the  authority  of  Keason;  nor  does  Reason 
spurn  the  appeal — for  they  all  draw  their  weapons  from  her 
armoiw;  and  neither  intellect  nor  acuteness  in  debate,  can  be 
denied  even  to  the  most  dauirerous  fanatics,  or  the  wildest 
enthusiasts. 

It  is  History  that  comes  to  the  relief  of  conscience  when  per- 
plexed by  the  conflict  of  oj>inion;  and  furnishes  a  guide  for 
conduct  and  jmlgraent,  when  rouson  is  at  fault.  It  is  to  the 
hiunan  family  what  experience  is  to  tlie  individual.  Precedent 
and  example  furnish  a  clue  for  arriving  at  a  decision,  when  the 
mind  is  bewildered  by  a  doubt.  They  show  the  difference  be- 
tween the  line  to  be  pursued,  and  that  to  be  avoided:  between 
the  way  that  leads  to  ruin,  and  that  which  conducts  to  safety; 
and  questions  which  Reason  could  not  solve,  are  silently  settled 
by  Time. 

Time,  which  is  the  destroj'er  of  the  works  of  men,  gives  them 
History .  in .  return  for  what  it  takes  away.  The  legacy  is  of 
inestimable  value,  but  it  has  not  always  been  transmitted 
thr(.ugh  faitliful  hands.  Tlie  truth,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  his- 
tory to  reveal,  is  often  clouded  with  fable.  Yet  it  is  to  the  study 
of  history  chietly  that  we  are  indebted  for  the  skill  that  is  neces- 
sary to  separate  the  ore  from  thi;  dross:  to  discrindnate  between 
the  true  and  the  false;  bet^\'(Hnl  rli';  t.Jcs  of  fiction  and  the 
phenomena  of  real  life.  In  early  times,  this  operation  was  but 
very  imperfectly  understood;  and  in  the  narratives  that  have 
come  down  from  a  r(miote  antiojiity,  truth  and  fiction  are  so  inti- 
niattdy  blended  us  to  defy  st'[>aratio(i.  The  credulity  with  which 
things  contrary  to  nature  and  experieiiCi*  are  received,  even  by 
able  and  observing  men,  becomes  a  marvel  and  problem  for  suc- 
ceeding ages,  that  cherish,  perhaps,  on  other  subjects,  opinions 
equally  at  variance  with  truth,  d<'stined  in  tlieir  tinm,  to  be 
rejected  with  ansazement  as  the  fX|)li'di-d  fallacies  of  an  unquOvS- 
tiuning  period.    As  in  the  external  world  the  senses  arc  often 
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nncor.srioiis  of  sun'onndino:  objects,  so  in  the  interior  life  of 
iiKiii.  the  mind  may,  for  waiit  of  attention,  be  iii.st'nsi*.>h;  to  ideas 
that  wonki  otherwise  be  obvious.  The  jurists  say,  with  jiKstice, 
that  nothing-  is  certain  which  has  not  been  questioned — for  till 
the  qnestion  is  made,  there  is  no  comparison,  and  of  course  no 
judc»-inent;  so  that,  without  an  actual  examination,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  tell  whetiier  anything-  received  for  tnie  will  stand  the  test 
of  investigation;  for  it  may  have  been  admitted  at  first  by 
indfdence  or  inattention,  become  fixed  by  habit,  and  gradually 
acquired  the  character  of  public  opinion. 

Although  the  diiference  between  truth  and  falsehood  is  a  dis- 
tinction perceptible  to  the  understanding  of  all  rational  beings, 
yet  to  discriminate  between  them  in  a  complex  proposition, 
where  there  is  a  necessity  for  comparison  and  reflection,  requires 
the  use  of  rules  that  are  the  later  productions  of  a  cuItiA-^itcd 
Eeason.  As  long  as  History  depended  on  tradicit)n,  and  no 
cotemporary  memorials  preserved  its  integrity  against  tii.- 
defects  of  memory,  or  the  interpolations  of  [partiality  or  hatred, 
the  line  between  fable  and  veracious  narrative  was  scarcely 
perceptible. 

Tne  accf~)unt  of  what  happened  in  former  times,  was  not  only 
imperfect  for  the  want  of  accurate  information,  but  the  narrativ<-: 
was  varied  by  prejujlice  or  vanity:  by  tlic  desire  of  inculcatihg 
the  opinion,  or  gratifying  the  ambition  of  the  writer.  But  v.die!i 
puVdic  registers  of  some  sort  began  to  be  kept,  cotert^porary 
evidence  checked  the  license  of  the  imagination,  and  histctry 
assumed  more  and  more  the  ^-raviry  of  a  moral  teacher.  The 
critical  judgment  of  Folybius,  for  instance,  is  in  strorig  contra.- 1 
with  tiie  credulous  avidity  of  Herodotus.  For  though  the  Father 
of  History,  as  he  is  calle*!,  is  a  lover  of  truth,  and  desen-ing  e.f 
contitlence  wiien  he  speaks  from  his  own  knowledge — so  tliat 
succeeding  investig-ations  haye  tended  more  and  more  to  raise- 
his  character  for  fidelity — it  must  be  acknowledged  that  lie 
seems  to  have  been  sadly  deficient  in  weig-hing  the  credibility  of 
evideu<!e. 

Hut  thtire  has  ever  been  a  wide  diiference  l)etween  the  tra- 
ditionary and  the  critical  school  in  the  appreciation  of  history. 
The  prevailing  style  has  varied  with  the  state  of  public  opinio'^. 
Until  the  revival  of  letters,  the  traditionary  school  had  cL-arly  th" 
advantage  in  popularity,  an<l  it  is  not  witliout  wonder  tiiat  wt- 
see  that  even  the  daring  genius  of  Milton  was  so  far  subdued  by 
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tlie  spirit  of  Lis  a,i:::o  as  to  lend  a  sort  of  credence  to  the  lei^'eud 
of  King  Brute  and  his  Trojan  CoK)ny. 

Witii  the  revival  of  letters,  as  a  more  liberal  way  of  thinkin.o: 
prevailed,  a  more  strict  adherence  to  truth  was  exacted  in  every 
branch  of  knowlcd.cre.  But  it  is  mainly  owing  to  the  study  of 
history,  and  the  ligiit  which  has  been  thrown  on  the  records  of 
the  past,  that  the  critical  judL^-ment,  for  which  modern  times  are 
disting-uished,  has  been  refined  and  improved. 

Eecovering-  as  it  were  from  the  sleep  of  ages,  the  human  mind 
rc'jects  the  dreams  that  have  been  imposed  on  the  world  for  his- 
tory, and  renders  to  truth  the  homage  of  an  exclusive  worship. 
That  which  is  asserted  without  pmof  is  deemed  unworthy  of 
credence  or  even  of  refutation.  Assertion  is  not  enough  without 
evidence,  nor  a  witness  witliout  some  voucher  for  his  competency 
as  well  as  his  integrity. 

Authentic  liistory  may  be  said  to  commence  with  the  times 
when  historians  bf-gau  to  avail  themseh^^s  of  cotemporary 
memorials  of  tlie  events  wiiich  tbt-y  undertook  to  describe.  Our 
pride  may  be  humbled  by  the  reriection  that  after  all  we  know 
so  little  of  the  past;  that  even  tlie  dim  light  of  tradition  throws 
no  ray  upon  the  beginning  of  the  present  order  of  things,  ^[oses 
alone  takes  up  his  theme  with  the  morning  of  creation,  but  his 
mission  is  not  that  of  sari>iyiijg  proiaiie  curiosity:  nor  is  tlie 
sacred  narrative  a  fit  subject  for  the  critical  tribunal.  But  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  remark  of  tlie  two  main  features  of  that 
narrative,  that  his  chronology  wliich  assigns  a  comparatively 
recent  date  to  the  lirst  appearance  of  man  on  tliis  globe,  is 
coiToborated  by  the  investigatieais  of  science;  and  that  the  unity 
of  the  human  race,  a  dogma  consecrated  by  his  authority,  and 
dear  to  the  sentiments  of  humanity,  cannot  be  disproved  by 
reason. 

But  the  origin  of  nationalitii-s,  and  the  names  of  the  great 
benefactors  of  mankind,  who  colonized  the  fiirest  parts  of  th.G 
earth,  and  made  the  greatest  inventi.'=ns,  arc  buried  in  the  dark- 
ness of  oblivion.  For  great  tilings  were  done  before  the  historic 
period  began,  and  many  great  events,  e  t;i;it  time,  have  been 
so  transformed  by  fable,  as  to  come  down  to  us  in  the  form  of 
Apologue  and  Mythology. 

But  since  men  began  to  k'.-ep  records  and  to  raise  intelligilde 
nuuiuments,  new  life  is  infu.-cd  into  the  world  by  extending  the 
pleasures  of  memory  to  the  boujids  of  history  ;  and  elevating  the

(••Tij(miients  of  hope  to  tlie  hciL;'Iit  of  an  enduring-  fame.  And 
whereas  tnith  was  once  so  mixed  with  error  as  to  lie  nndistin- 
g'uished  in  the  mass  of  fai>le,  she  now  shines  with  her  own  lustre; 
and  though  the  path  of  life  is  beset  with  thorns,  and  the  ascent 
is  steep  and  laborious,  the  lig'ht  of  history  irradiates  the  way; 
while  the  noble  examples  of  those  Avhn  have  g'one  before,  encour- 
a,^-e  the  g-enerous  souls  who  are  willing-  to  climb  the  hill,  like 
the  voice  of  companions  calling  frum  above  to  cheer  and  animate 
their  efforts. 

"Well  may  Cicero,  great  master  of  wisdom  as  of  eloquence, 
exclaim:  ITi-t'iry  is  the  evidi-nre  of  ages,  the  light  of  truth,  the 
life  of  memory,  aii<l  the  sirh:;:'!  -u'life. 

The  South-Carolina  Hi.storical  Society  aims  at  promoting  histo- 
rical siiidies,  and  preserving  the  materials  of  history  that  are 
derived  from  cotemporary  witnesses. 

The  public  mind,  in  our  country,  is  far  more  occupied  with  the 
future  than  the  past.  It  is  a  very  general  omplaint  that  our 
people  are  careless  of  records.  The  materials  of  history  are 
treated  veiy  much  like  the  noble  forest,  not  to  be  surpassed  in 
beauty,  with  which  Carolina  was  once  covered.  It  is  delivered, 
without  mercy,  to  the  havoc  of  the  axe  or  the  ravages  of  the 
devouring  flame.  The  supply  is  suj) posed  to  be  inexhaustible, 
and  the  process  goes  on  until  tiie  recklessness  of  waste  is  checked 
by  the  alarm  of  approaching  scarcity.  ATe  would  interpose  to 
protect  the  remnant  of  that  noble  forest  which  is  threatened  with 
extermination.  We  would  be  happy  to  lend  our  aid  in  preserving 
the  memory  of  things  remarkable  or  interesting,  in  our  country, 
wliieh  are  beginning  to  lose  thoir  hold  on  living  memory.  The 
l-ii"ors,  tiie  tri;ils,  and  dariLi'ers  that  have  proved  the  endurance, 
or  ex<  rc;>.od  tlie  virtue  of  our  countrymen,  arc  in  our  eyes  of 
sulfici«uit  intorost  to  be  preserved  from  nt'glect.  We  would 
inscribe  with  a  name  the  battle  fields  of  Indian  and  Britif^h 
hostility;  and  would  fain  prevent  the  soil  that  has  been  watered 
witii  bh'xid  ponred  out  in  behalf  of  tli!^  Commionwealth,  from  being 
confouruied.  with  common  earth.  Our  labors,  though  unpretending, 
are  accompanied  by  goud  intentions;  and  I  am  happy  to  say, 
(Micouraged  by  a  benefaction  irom  the  State  equal  to  our  moUevate 
d.csires. 

But  the  annals  of  our  State  have  not  been  entirely  neglect^'d. 
The  Coh.uiial  History  has  bi/en  written  by  Hewatt — a  writt-r 
rather  pleasing  by  Lis  style  than  instructive  by  the  depth  or 
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extent  of  liis  iiitVM-niation.  The  sulijoct  has  bcM^n  treated  by 
Ramsay  and  Simnis  in  uarni rives  extendiuL;-  to  (^nr  times.  Ram- 
say's Ilistory  is  the  work  of  a  man  of  liljeral  mind,  engag:ed  in 
professional  cares,  and  pnrsning"  literature  as  a  secondary  o'uject. 
But  he  had  boon  an  actor  in  many  of  the  later  scenes  which  ho 
describes,  and  abounds  in  infornnition,  the  result  rather  of  ln"s 
own  obseiwation  and  intercoiu-se  with  life,  tlian  of  a  careful 
examination  of  books.  Of  the  period  antecclorit  to  the  Rev.;]u- 
tion,  a  critical  examination  was  not  in  his  power,  for  the  records 
were  beyond  his  reacli.  They  lie  disrc.u-arded  in  the  State  paper 
office  in  London,  and  it  is  a  favorite  object  nf  this  Sijciety  to 
make  their  contents  known  by  copies  obtained  from  ofncial 
sources. 

The  History  of  Simms  is  a  work  of  \i.  liici-  parentai  afTection 
may  be  proud,  bavin been  c.'ir.po-sed  under  its  dictates,  as  we 
are  informed  by  the  prefa'V-.  to  piv.vi.io  ior  a  want  that  was  Mt 
in  the  education  of  the  author' <  d:-)n  rhter.  lie  deserves  crreat 
praise  for  his  attempt  to  reform  tiio  \  >i'  _;.,ir  nomenclature  of  many 
places  and  natural  features  of  tlie  Strite,  v\d.iir]i  are  disgraced  by 
obscure  or  trivial  names;  and  to  resiwvo  trio  bi>torical  and  often- 
times euphoni()us  designations  l\v  wiiii.-h  they  were  characterized 
in  the  Indian  t'Ti^'ue. 

Valuable  d-n.-ani'-ntary  mart  riuls  belonging  to  the  Revolu- 
tionary period  liave  been  supplied  by  I'rayton  in  Ids  History,  and 
Johnson  in  his  Life  t)f  fxreene,  to  v/liieh  the  volumes  pubbshed 
by  Gibbes  form  a  valuable  addiri(U};  and  the  story  of  the  war  in 
Carolina  may  be  read  witli  ])h-a.>rire  in  the  sohlioidy  narrative  of 
Lee,  and  the  lively  pages  of  AVo-  rns,  tlm  bbiograplier  of  Marion. 
"Without  dwellin,2*  on  the  hi'i'i.odo  munificence  of  Mr.  Vreston, 
who  has  invested  some  ra.r»'  ';.--nioirs  (A'  th.e  cohmial  times 
v»dth  all  the  spiend<.'rs  vA'  ;.  .  \-.  we  musr  iv^t  nmit  to  notice 
the  Historical  Collections  ni  Cairo! i,  and  the  work  of  Rivers,  on 
the  Proprietary  ni/riod:  whieii  is  a  f-retaste  of  the  pleasure  arid 
instruction  which  we  rfiay  hope  to  deriv<3  from  the  progress  of 
his  labors  in  rhe  same  hehl. 

Perhaps  the  opinion  is  tinged  witli  the  partiality  of  a  native, 
yet  after  making  all  allowam-e  for  the  bias  of  patriotism,  it  may 
be  said,  I  think,  with  justice,  t]»at  the  annals  of  South-Carolina 
offer  to  the  eye  of  the  liistoriaii  a  field  worthy  of  more  than 
common  attt'nTii)n. 

The  first  scene  partakes  of  all  the  interest  of  romance.  The 
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Toya^ros  of  Eil'.-mlt  and  Landoniore  cany  the  reader  back  to  tlio 
j>..^ri')d  of  the  civii  \Yars  of  France,  and  are  connocted  with  the 
jLrreat  name  of  Colig-ny. 

France,  by  means  of  tliese  voyag:es,  impressed  the  country 
with  a  name,  l^nt  nothing'  more.  It  was  intended  as  an  asybim 
for  French  Dissent;  and  so,  in  fact,  it  became,  but  not  under 
Frencii  domination.  The  sad  fate  of  the  Protestant  exiles — the 
fxtinction  of  tlie  Iiopcs  that  hoil  aniniated  the  uToat  soul  of 
Coligny,  and  led  his  adventurons  countrymen  to  encounter  so 
many  sacrifices — is  a  gloomy  picture:  unredeemed  by  a  sino'le 
iiicident  of  a  more  genial  nature,  unless  it  be  admiration  of  tlio 
R"ble  DesOourges,  who  assumed  tlie  public  cause  when  neglect- 
ed by  tlie  State,  and  with  a  private  hand  avenged  the  insulted 
honor  of  his  country. 

To  the  same  shores,  dark  with  the  sliade  of  the  primeval  forest, 
after  long  years  of  undisturbed  seclusi^^n,  came  the  English 
Colony,  under  better  auspices.  It  was  an  eventful  period, 
between  the  irveo.t  Rebellion  and  tlio  Revubition.  Society  had 
been  profoundly  agitared,  au'l  ti)0  i;eaving  billows  bore  witness 
of  the  recent  sroim.  It  was  a  singular  colony  of  men  who  had 
fought  in  civil  war  on  opposite  sides,  and  were  ready  to  do  so 
again.  It  v\'as  equally  an  asylum  for  the  oppressor  and  tlic 
oppressed.  There  royalist  and  rcpuiMican,  churchman  and 
dissenter,  found  alike  a  refuge  from  the  storms  of  life.  Nor  was 
it  merely  Ij-'  •m  the  discordant  elements  of  England  or  the  British 
Isles  that  the  strange  micdley  was  gathered.  The  rivalry  of 
England  and  France,  which  has  disturbed  the  peace  "f  the  world 
for  centuries,  was  tl^'U  at  its  heiglit.  They  reg.')rdr-d  each  other 
as  natural  enemies,  and  on  the  c<)ntinont  of  Am<jri':a  tiieir  meeting 
was  the  signal  of  h'jstilities.  But  as  every  vai-i^ty  of  living- 
thing  found  refuire  in  Noah's  ark,  so  in  Carolina  there  was  a 
strange  meetino"  of  the  human  race. 

Tlie  Protestants  of  France,  that  had  waged  many  a  hard  fought 
battle,  and  seen  the  downfall  of  hopes  to  which  humanity  migiifc 
cling  as  to  a  promise  of  blessing-,  now  turned  their  eyes  again 
to  the  shores  which,  in  the  preceding  century,  had  attracted  the 
attention  of  Coligny.  To  Carolina  they  came,  but  no  longer 
French — not  as  masters,  but  as  su.ppliants  for  the  rights  «jf 
h.'spitality.  Bitter  must  have  been  the  strug-zlo  with  which 
tlivy  had  overc'une  the  natural  pride  of  the  human  heart,  wlieii 
they  fttuik  the  proud  name  of  Frenchman  in  that  of  Protestant, 
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and  taii^'lit  ihcir  thil.lrt'ii  to  .<pcak  an  alien  t("»Ti,£rne.  Tiiey  came 
with  ?iy;.:ill  assiifiuice  of  welcome  to  join  a  di.scor<latit  throng". 
Thoug-h  the  Ilug-uenots  have  been  scattered  far  and  wide,  and 
given  proof  in  every  elinie  of  the  power  that  abides  with  sincere 
religious  faitli,  nowliere.  it  is  l)(dieved,  have  they  been  more 
conspicuous — and  nowhere  lias  tlie  serrtini<;iit  of  honor,  so  char- 
acteristic of  their  race,  been  clierished  with  liim-c  devotion — than 
in  South-Carolina. 

The  heterogeneous  coh)ny  received  accessions  from  erery  side. 
The  Germans  added  no  small  share  to  the  increasing  stock.  Tin* 
European  exih?  and  the  African  slave  mixed  in  the  tlirong,  and 
every  shade  of  culor  and  '■•[•inion  had  its  r* -pre ^ei: rati vo  in  the 
mass.  Then  tiiere  was,  in  the  [)rnce.ss  <^f  tii;!..'.  a  c -nira^t  no  kss 
striking  between  the  r[.'})or  and  Low  cantry.  The  Upper 
country  was  not  peoj,ilrd  from  tin.-  olo.cr  part  of  the  C  Mony,  but 
by  a  diileront  race;  ;.nd  ii:s  inhiibirants  ma'Titai'j.^d  f"w  rclatioiis 
with  the  peoph^  of  rlu_>  Low  country,  (v-ui  wli-^m  they  'liiN-v  d  in 
manners  as  mm;h  as  in  <jrii^iu;  and  \-,  ,Ul  wi.i^ni  their  -  "  ,  y 
was  as  limited  as  their  intcroo'iir.-e.  '  u'reat  was  th.e  ■  .  \ 
that  sixty  year^;  ago  it  was  notir^jd  in  (H,,,ics  ..f  gi/ogfciphy  that 
these  parts  of  tiie  >tate  'liff'  To'i  ;nMi"':g  themselves  more  than  the 
other  States  differ*-!  fr^n;  on.,  anor'-.i-r. 

••If  any  rit\-  ever  was  in  a  s-aio  of  intiammation,  Rome  at 
first  vrii-.  lading  eoniiv  , 't' i];.'  most  hanly  and  resolute  men, 
whom  bolJn'/.-s  aiiii  d;;-pair  h-.d  liris'-'U  thitiier  from  all  (vaarters; 
nourished  and  matnrod  to  [...w.  r  by  a  s-aries  of  wars,  and 
strengtliened  even  by  bh>ws  and  e.'nf!i«;ts,  a.^  piles  lixed  in  the 
grounal  become  liiiner  undor  <''..noi;^-.iMU."-'= 

Though  the  fame  of  Kome  tiirowas  that  of  all  other  cities  into 
the  shade,  and  exposes  even  rh*-  ?u--nti'  -n  "f  a  rai-aail  resemblance 
to  the  suspicion  of  presumpti.  ra  yot  iu  o;  ■  alar,  we  may, 

without  exaggeration,  i'hailan,-o  <a 'nn laris^n.  Fi:>r  t}i->ngh  the 
name  of  Kuma,  the  Roman  ]av\gi\or,  is  renowned  in  hist'>ry,  it 
is  too  much  mixed  witli  initM.iislnre  to  \>v  the  theme  of  genuine 
admiration;  Ijut  wt^  had  a  lawu-iver  wdiose  fame  places  him  iu 
the  front  rank  of  real  iivincr  men.  The  men  of  wit  and  fashion 
in  the  Court  of  Charh'S  II.  who  asked  and  oldained  the  gift  of 
Carolina,  selected  a  philosopiier  for  the  lawgiver  of  the  nascent 
colony.    And  such  a  fihilosopluT! 

Locke  was  the  Iriend  of  ^haffsbury,  and  he  who  sho'.d:  the 
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world  by  his  Ideas — wlio  sounded  the  depths  of  the  Unman 
rnderrftandin^ir,  and  walked  undismayed  to  the  brink  of  that  abyss 
wlu^-e  lies  the  absolute,  the  incomprehensible,  tlio  unknown — 
lie  at  the  request  of  friendship  compiled  tlie  first  constitution  f  jr 
Carolina,  • 

No  existing  constitution  can  boast  such  an  illustrious  ancestry. 
In  reference  to  the  mind  from  which  it  emanated,  it  is  indeed  an 
interesting"  document.  It  possesses  interest  also  as  a  sort  of 
Kca-mark  by  whieh  it  may  be  seen  how  high  the  tide,  that  has 
since  swept  away  so  many  institutions,  had  risen  in  1672. 

On  exami!iati(»n,  it  will  he  seen  that  on  the  sul.>ject  of  relig-ious 
liberty,  the  philosopher,  thouudi  lil)eral,  has  many  reservations; 
and  in  matters  of  State,  his  ideas  conform  to  the  pattern  of  tlio 
British  Constitution  railier  than  to  any  Uti.-nian  standard.  But 
some  of  his  notions  might  well  excite  a  smile,  and  others  might 
give  countenance  to  the  common  ui>inion,  that  great  men  are 
unlit  for  public  aiiairs. 

Shaftsbury,  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  Carol iria,  who  with  all 
his  faults  enjoys  the  undying  fame  of  being  the  author  of  the 
Habeas  Corpus  Act,  is  the  only  person  in  modern  history,  neither 
priest  nor  lawyer,  who  was  clothed  with  the  liighest  judicial 
oiiice,  and  to-d-i  vyz-^n  himself  to  be  a  Judge  in  the  last  resort, 
without  serving'  an  apprenticeship  to  the  Law.  And  th  iigli  the 
experiment  was  never  repeated,  the  praise  of  a  bitter  enemy 
forbids  us  to  reorard  it  as  a  total  failure.  Perhaps  the  author  of 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Art  will  be  more  indebted  for  Ids  fame  to 
these  lines,  than  to  all  that  has  hecii  written  in  his  behalf: 

"  Yet  f-ima  deserved  no  enemy  can  g^'u.d^e 
The  Siatesman  '»ve  abhor,  but  praise  the  Judge, 
la  Israel's  courts  ne'er  sat  an  Abethdin 
"With  more  discerning  eyes,  or  han<ls  more  clean, 
Unbribed,  unsought,  the  ■uTetcbed  to  redress, 
Svs  i.ft  of  despatch  and  easy  of  access.'' 

It  was  perhaps,  in  dfference  to  the  example  of  his  great  friend 
and  patron,  that  the  Philosopher  admitted  into  his  constitution 
tins  article  on  the  value  of  professional  learning: 

It  shall  be  a  bas:e  and  vile  thing  to  plead  for  mtoney;  nor 
^hall  any  one,  ex<'ept  a  near  kinsman,  not  further  than  cousin- 
'^■'■rmain,  be  permitted  to  plead  anoth(^r  man's  ca>(\  until  lis.'  has 
taken  an  oath  that  he  does  not  plead  for  mmiey.'' 
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Another  article  will  bo  road  with  surprise  by  soriio  in  tiie 
present  day,  and  doscrves  notice  for  its  historical  vakio: 

"  Every  free  man  shall  have  absolute  power  over  his  negro 
slaTcs.'' 

Tlionu,'h  we  are  justly  pmud  of  Locke  as  our  first  lawi^iver.  it 
must  be  owned,  to  the  disparaL;-ement  of  philosophy,  that  his 
constitution  had  a  very  brief  and  limited  sway.  But  this  only 
adds  one  instance  m<.ire  to  the  lesson  of  history,  that  a  constitu- 
tion cannot  l>e  manufaetured.  It  must  be  so  far  a  spoTitaneous 
pnxluction,  as  to  proceed  from  and  truly  reflect  the  condition  of 
things  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  institutisju  of  a  provincial 
noblesse,  of  seig'uiories,  banuiies  and  manors,  new  courts,  and 
new  notions  of  administering  ju.stice,  Avere  inconsistent  vv-ith  tlie 
real  wants  of  the  country,  and  hostile  to  the  natural  dcveT  moment 
of  its  resources.  The  consiirutiou  was  quietly  set  aside,  with'jut 
having  given  r' -  t  -  -vi.»li]tii>u;ti-y  measures.  But  any  attempt 
to  govern  by  a  ;  .  StatL-  which  is  not  in  keeping  vv'ith  the 

condition  of  the  various  interests  wliicii  ^  r,  i^,  form  a  common- 
wealth, is  a  dang<'Vous  trial.  The  cxiicriment  was  innocu^uis 
here,  becaus'-  the  fidmiiuitiiig  material  wa,s  s'^  minute  in  quantity. 
The  government  was  unarmed,  and  the  people  were  at  ease.  The 
same  experiment  on  a  great  scale  has  shaken  tlie  world  with  its 
explosions. 

In  a  society  constituted  like  Carolina,  much  harm('>ny  could 
not  be  expected,  nor  is  the  jiidgment  deceived  by  the  event. 
Fierce  party  contests  prevailed  iVoi;i  tla^  beginning,  but  there 
was  no  anarchy.  Thecol-ny  was  preserved  from  that  by  the 
ascendancy  of  party. 

It  is  rather  a  discouraging  fact  for  those  who  look  f  orward  to 
the  indefinite  prc.Lfress  of  soeiety,  that  the  solidarity  which  should 
complete  the  edihce — which  is  the  perfection  of  the  principle  of 
association — the  harmony  v.-hich  secures  tlie  individual  and  the 
mass — is  realized  in  the  union  v.f  part}-,  rather  than  in  the  union 
of  all.  But  party  is  Iwhi  tngether  by  a  cornlu"nation  of  those  who 
have  more  than  an  e-[ual  share  i-f  i>ow<'r. 

The  histfuy  of  Carolina  is  lu)  exception.  The  elective  franchise 
was  liberally  difi'used,  but  tlu'  Test  and  Corporation  acts  .irnarded 
with  jealousy  the  steps  of  the  i'rovincial  Assembly,  as  tliev  did 
those  of  the  Imperial  Parliament;  and  the  avenues  of  oftice  were 
closed  to  all  but  the  dorniuant  sect.  This  state  of  things  existed 
till  ll'ii;  a  1(  gi-haive  Tact,  strungeiy  ignored  in  the  voluminous 
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collection  of  Cooper,  under  wliose  revision  the  Statute  Law  of 
runjlina  attained,  in  1834.  the  bulk  often  quarto  voUnw\s. 

After  lifty  3'ears  of  contention,  a  revolution  took  pljiof — tlio 
piHJitriehiry  g'overnmeut  vcas  subverted,  and  the  colony  placi-d 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  crown.  The  spirit  of  liberty  which 
all  these  circumstances  combined  to  foster,  made  it  very  natural 
f  ir  this  colony  to  take  fire  at  any  encroachment  on  their  rights 
us  British  subjects,  or  to  borrow  the  expression  of  Drayton,  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  revolution,  '*  the  imperial  people."  By  such 
men  the  cause  of  independence  was  embraced  with  great  ardor. 
But  where  there  is  freedom  there  will  be  many  ways  of  thinking, 
and  the  oricstion  of  independence  was  not  one  of  those  proposi- 
tii'us  v:\i\r\i  d^ubr     iiii/oiisi^rent  with  integrity. 

There  was  in  Soutii-Carolina  a  numerous  population,  bound  to 
the  government  of  the  mother  country,  not  only  by  the  general 
sentiment  of  loyalty,  but  by  the  ties  of  gratitude  for  distinguished 
favors.  They  had  received,  at  the  hands  of  the  cruwn,  valuable 
lands  as  a  free  donation,  waicli,  by  their  industry,  had  been 
Converted  into  thrivinij:  farms. 

The  gC'vernment  was  known  to  them  only  hy  its  beneiicence, 
and  the  very  failings  of  the  administrati()n  were  ciilciilated  to 
prevent  collision — to  v  ros /rve  the  kindly  relations  that  subsisted 
b(-fw..,.n.  '-I':-  M,!  lo  x-eir  rulers,  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
rovul  g  i.;».ut  to  e^ztruid  to  all  their  subjects  a  regular 
administration  of  justice  and  a  due  provision  for  the  instruction 
of  the  people.  Both  Church  and  State  were  justly  chargeable 
with  the  ne.Li-lect  of  this  duty.  But  it  was  not  improbable  that 
the  Kino-  liked  the  better  for  not  sending  bisli*")ps  aud 

lawyers  int".  those  Sf>ttlements,  where  people  lived  in  a  primitive 
simplicity,  ^i.me  irregularities  were  thc^consequence  of  disturb>- 
unc'.-<  c 'luiectcd  with  the  rise  of  a  set  of  men  called  Eegidators. 
Biit  upon  the  whole,  simplicity  of  faith  suffered  but  little  from 
tlie  Vr'ant  "f  ecclesiastical  establishments,  and  manners  supplied 
the  place  «  f  biw.  Upon  an  impartial  retrospect,  it  is  difficult  to 
comh'mn  >ucu  people  tV.u-  being  contented  wnth  tlieir  lot.  The 
evih-  ^v-jji'.'h  rh^^\gs*.rf':.!jrf'.d  from  the  want  of  what  might  be  called 
a  vigorous  •  '  -  ■•ixition,  had  some  compensations.  Perhaps 
they  bore  th  .  >-)\t\y  because  they  seemed  to  be  I'le  inevitable 
C(.»ncomitanrs' iVeedom  and  a  frontier  life:  an  opinion  luat 
derives  no  little  co'unteiuUiCe  from  experience.  For  if  iiivo  causes 
produce  like  etfects,  the  want  of  justice  that  gave  rise  to  the 
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Eeg-nlators  is  stiil  a  detjiiloratiim  attested  by  the  prevalence  of 
l^'Tieh  law. 

Whatever  may  bo  the  cause,  certain  it  is  that  the  people  of 
South-Carolina  vrere  on  this,  as  tiiey  had  been  on  many  otiier 
occasions,  greatly  divided;  and  the  war  of  independence  in  this 
State  was  marked  with  all  the  bitterness  of  civil  strife.  It  is 
for  that  veiy  reason  more  interesting  to  the  historian. 

Zeal  in  behalf  of  om-  (:(»nntry  and  our  country's  friends  is 
commendable,  and  }-;:t!  i'  it:  ^m  deservedly  ranks  among  the  highest 
virtues.  But  even  virtue  niay  be  pushed  to  exc(!ss,  and  the 
narrow  patriotism  that  fosters  an  overweening  vanity,  and  is 
blind  to  all  merit  except  its  own,  stands  in  need  of  the  correction 
of  reason. 

History  is  false  to  her  trust  when  she  betrays  the  cause  of 
truth,  even  under  tlie  inH'ience  of  riiitriv-tic  impulses.  It  is  not 
true  that  all  the  virtue  .^f  lla^  >:'>\inv:y  was  in  the  ^^''!lig  camp,  or 
that  the  Tories  v;ere  a  Ik. rdc  <  'f  ruri.iiis.  They  were  conservatives, 
and  their  error  was  in  carrying  to  exc'ss  the  sentiment  of  loy- 
alty, which  is  f  >uiu1l'i1  in  virtue.  Tlieir  constancy  embittered 
the  contest,  but  did  not  provoke  it.  Their  cause  deserved  t(.> 
fail,  but  their  suflerings  are  eiititle-1  to  respect.  Prejudice  has 
blackened  tlieir  name,  but  history  will  speak  of  them  as  they 
were,  with  their  f:id!U;:-s  aii  1  tluAv  virtuos,  as  nl^'r^!  tenacious 
than  ambitious:  rather  wi;.i.k  than  aspiring;  and  show  towards 
them  the  ind'ilgence  <lue  to  the  uuh-riunaie.  And  let  it  be 
remembered  for  the  beneiit  of  tiio.se  who  are  influenced  by  a 
name,  and  pin  their  fdth  upon  party—ior  the  instruction  of  those 
writers,  v/ho  like  uriskilllul  painters,  daub  their  pictures  with 
glaring  colors — that  it  was  al  ter  the  epithet  of  Tory  had  become 
perfectly  detestable  that  ii  was  freely  bestowed  on  the  Federal- 
ists, their  moat  r-d.  lu!. red  c^-ai'-s. 

South-Carolina  has  ucoii  tauiitod  with  the  division  of  parties 
that  marked  the  war  of  ind*;pendence.    It  is  the  reproach  of  \ 
ignorance.    Th'-  division  is  a  pr»;of  of  sincerity,  of  freedom,  of 
manliness  of  eiiarcicier.     It  crniiittered  the  contest,  it  gave 
occasion  f  )r  tue  Cfmnnission  of  many  crimes,  but  it  was  also  the  ] 
cause  of  opportunities  for  the  disphiy  of  the  hi^ai^st  virtues. 

Rntledge  will  ever  stand  in  the  ranks  of  fame  with  the  great 
Ujen  whose  civil  vvisdom,  c  i:M_  ',  aad  h.iciity  were  equal  to 
every  emergency,  and  proof  •  o;.-'-  -  '  ••]•;.•.  1.  Xor  is  it  won- 
derful that  the  name  of  Mar  in  :s      ■        i  on  counties,  towns 
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nnd  ^illafres  far  bey«»i)d  the  theatre  of  his  actions.  For  his 
character  combines  the  virtues  that  appeal  irresistibly  to  tlio 
instincts  of  the  human  heart.  His  courage,  g-eutleness,  simpb'city, 
and  superiority  to  interest  or  revenge,  mark  him  as  a  tittii)-- 
character  for  the  gallery  of  Plutarch,  and  such  a  portrait  as  th;it 
great  limner  delighted  to  draw. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  enter  into  details,  far  less  to  attempt 
to  do  justice  to  all,  or  even  a  part  of  the  eminent  men,  to  Avhom 
as  citizens  of  this  State,  we  are  bound  by  the  debt  of  gratitude. 
Let  us  leave  to  Bancroft,  and  the  masters  of  tiie  historic  pag'o, 
the  ample  roll  of  fame,  and  the  ]i'>n.ored  task  of  iiiscrili;;!-'  a 
nation's  gratitude  on  the  tabiecs  of  memory.  It  is  enough  for  us 
to  have  shown  that  our  State  has  furnished  some  historic  materi- 
als, and  crillod  attention  to  the  oi'j'^crs  <n  onv  S;'ciety. 

Ajid  now  after  having  observed  at  some  iorigth  on  the  compo 
site  structure  of  SL-ciety,  and  the  strong  tendency  of  the  people 
to  fall  into  parties,  the  unri-tirnity  which  for  years  has  marked 
the  public  counsels  of  the  Siari''  deserves  to  be  mentioned  as  the 
unexpectea  solution,  or  successful  development  of  the  long  con- 
tinued drama.  From  tiio  most  heterogeneous  we  have  bec«'iiio 
the  most  united  of  all  the  political  communities  on  this  continent. 
May  that  union  be  consecrated  to  peace,  and  the  future  history 
of  the  State  contain  tiie  recoi'd  "i  -^'-■■i^av  advance  in  all  the 
arts  of  life,  and  all  the  virtues  that  dignify  humanity.

dear.  Diffenmt  in  its  muniutr  of  being  carried  on,  it  prf^sonts  to 
us  none  of  the  cruel  betMiea  which  were 'witnessed  in  England 
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and  PVance.  Different  in  its  end,  it  alone  attained  that  aim  for 
wliich  they  all  had  striven.  Tii<^  American  devolution  pn^seritg 
the  strancre,  in  fact,  the  only  picture  of  a  people  who,  owinij:  hut 
little  to  their  parent  State — many  of  them  being-  outcasts  tVoni 
her  b<\som — a  people  separated  by  thousands  of  miles  fn^m  t'ne 
country  which  claimed  them  as  subjects,  rpiietly  aud  pati(Uitly 
askiui^  redress  for  their  wrong's,  and  clinging-  with  aifection  to  a 
country,  vrhich  many  of  them  had  never  seen.  This  redress  was 
peremptorily  rcfu-^ed.  Eng'Iand  declared  the  Colonies  out  of  lior 
pr<>tection.  T^-^;.  l  i>r^i  till  then  did  the  Ctdonies  declare 
their  independ' -  -  ■  -  ;lve  their  allegiance  to  Great  Britain, 
In  dissoiTii:u'  that  aUeg^iance  it  was  iv-  -^^sfiry  to  appeal  to  the 
sword.

X«)t  luvers  of  eliange,  thi-y  luathfiilly  diss-dved 
their  connection  with  Great  Britain,  and  whon  necessity  com- 
pelled, and  justice  rrquiro-d,  that  they  shonio  r.ssrrt  their  inde- 
pendence, they  neither  wished  noi-  sn!;;,-ht  IVt  any  ciianges  in 
their  government,  but  sucli  as  were  rcijuisite.  Ti;e  irood  r.ld 
common  law  of  England  was  retaineil  as  tiie  basis  (A  that  system 
of  jurisprudence  which  no  sister  State  has  excc!:e-l.  But  after 
these  men  had  passed  away,  after  the  Arrtel,-^  ■  f  <'  :  'bjeratif.)]! 
had  given  way  to  our  present  Constitution,  >  s  of  vital 

importance  arose  and  agitated  the  country.  Tii  s  i!iu.>t  nessarily 
he  the  case  in  all  countries,  where  political  liberty  gives  rise  to 
freedom  of  speech,  where  liberal  education  engenders  freedom  of 
thouglit.

Non-arrival  ot'  the  presento  d  aniniunitiun  vseiit  to  tii-r 
Ohoctaws  iu  January  and  Feln'uary  last,  which  accident  Ii;ls 
g-iveu  a  great  turn  in  faviyiir  uf  the  French  interest  in  that  natinii. 
Two  or  tliree  months  ag-o  a  small  party  of  our  Ciioctaws  made  an 
incursion  among-  the  French  settlements  upon  the  banks  of  t'x; 
Mississippi,  and  killed  one  Monsieur  Cheval  and  his  wife,  uud 
carried  off  his  effects,  some  slaves  and  his  daugliter,  Avhich  latter 
was  sold  as  a  slave  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  tlie  writer.  Will 
be  glad  to  know  His  Majesty's  pleasure  how  t(.>  behave.

Town,  to  receive  tlis  M.ajesry'h  presents.    Insinuations  and 
chinations  of  the  French,  who  hired  a  gang  of  Indians  t<''  {<di 
upon  some  out  towns  of  the  Clierokees,  immediately  after  tlicir 
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headmen  had  set  out  for  tin's  place.  Kcport  circulated  that  they 
^\•o^e  sent  (or  to  Clinrles-Towii  to  be  sacriliced.  The  Iii'jians  re- 
rjn(,\sted  the  Governor  to  ir.eet  thera  at  Fort  ^[oon',  about  150 
miles  from  Oharle.s-Tovvn,  hut  he  iiisi:>ted  that  Charles-To^ii,  and 
iKAThere  else,  was  tlie  proper  place.  Whereupon  they  agreed 
upon  coming  the  end  of  August  or  beginning  of  St-pteniber,  and 
houses  outside  tlie  town  were  provided  for  them.  X<'verth(dess 
they  stayed  with  great  uneasiness,  and  several  fell  sick,  and  not- 
withstanding the  care  of  physicians  and  every  attention,  there 
vras  great  mortality  among  them.

In  a  former  letter  he  ac({uainted  him  of 
his  having*  reconciled  tlic  two  nations  of  (.-reeks  and  Cherokees, 
but  iia^  since  had  tlie  miu'tihcatiou  of  seeing;  his  labour  lost  by 
the  iiitr:gues  of  the  French,  wdio  have  rekindled  the  war.  Enters 
into  full  [nirticulars  of  these  aggressions,  and  represents  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  fort,  as  before  repeatedly  urged,  in  the  overhills 
towns  of  the  Cherokees,  as  within  these  few  njimths  no  less  than 
nine  English  traders  have  been  killed  in  that  country  by  the 
French  Indians,  kc.

his  Grace  that  lie  has  purchased  the  land,  paying  fur  the  same 
with  a  few  of  the  presents  sent  from  England,  Sec.    lias  been 
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instructed  in  fnvtifioation  by  Mr.  Afiillar  and  otlier  able  mastr-r--. 
yti-t  finds  it  difficult  to  fix  upon  aiiv  particular  plan,  or  prccisoiy 
to  compute  the  expense  as  it  is  uncertain  yet  of  what  materials 
it  shall  be  built.  Labour  will  cost  two  shilling's  or  two  shillint;\s 
six  pence  per  diem  each  man,  besides  two  months  extraordinary 
pay  for  going  and  returning.

One  of  the  latter,  named  Malatchi, 
affected  to  be  called  King-  and  Emperor  of  the  Creek  nation, 
thoug  h  pretending:  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Englisii,  has  secret- 
ly sent  notice  to  the  French  of  every  thing-  which  transpires,  and 
obstinately  opposed  the  Eug-lish  taking-  the  Albamu  furt.  And 
yet  he  and  his  friends  and  some  of  the  Lower  Creeks,  not  only 
receive  presents  in  proportion  with  our  other  Indians,  but  are  the 
only  Indians  who  have  been  courted  and  caressed  by  the  people 
of  Georgia.

A.  i'.  15 12,  Jvhu  Fence  de  Leon,  was  driven  upon  this  coast 
upon  Easter  'lay,  ((tailed  by  the  Spaniards  Pasqua  Fhvrida, ) 
which  gave  it  tiience  the  name  of  Florida,  and  on  his  return  to 
Spain,  he  ol.'tained  a  commission  as  Governor  of  the  same,  re- 
turniiag  wuli  a  great  nurnbor  of  his  countrymen,  but  nu'ofiag 
with  a  warm  receptiou  from  the  natives,  they  betook  themselves 
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to  the  Savannah,  where  the  Griveruor  and  many  others  died  of 
tiieir  w-<>unds.  Tbo  n(?xt  ad%'entiirer  was  Don  Ferdinandez  .Sfto, 
likowi.se  coniniission(  d  by  the  iCiu.^,'  of  Spain  to  be  Govern:)r, 
who  took  with  him  several  hundred  soldiers,  with  whom  he  tr;!- 
versed  the  country  up  to  the  Ciierokee  mountains,  down  to  Mo- 
bile, and  along-  the  c-)ast  of  the  ba}'  of  >[exico,  for  the  space  uf 
five  yenrs,  when  he  and  the  principal  part  of  his  companions 
found  their  g-raves  among-  those  whom  they  had  spoiled  and  dij- 
stroyed,  the  remainder  escaping'  to  sea  in  two  small  barks.  TliO 
f.rce  of  arms  havin^-  i'aiied,  it  was  determined  that  a  third  and 
diff(Tent  attempt  sliouhl  be  made  upon  Florida,  In'  the  Ciiurch 
^liiitant,  in  the  shape  of  monks  and  missionaries,  bat  the  Indians 
calling-  to  mind  tlie  cruelties  of  Soto,  fell  at  once  upon  the  poor 
priests,  whose  lives  were  instantly  sacrificed,  and  tlieir  com- 
panions were  compelled  to  retire,  leaving-  the  natives  in  peace- 
able possession,  wliich  they  enjoyed  without  mure  intcrruptiuu 
from  any  Europeans  for  some  years. 

But  about  I5t>3,  an  expedition  was  sent  hither  at  the  expense 
of  Charles  the  'M  i  f  France,  under  the  conduct  of  Laudonier, 
who  arrived  '  ;  ast  on  the  1st  of  May,  giving  the  name 

of  that  month  t  >  nvrr  where  he  came  to  an  anchor,  and  where 
he  built  a  small  tuYt  which  he  called  Carolina,  after  his  master. 
Whether  the  k  '  ■  ^  '^  nded  to  settle  so  many  of  his  subjects 
there,  or  only  (.  to  disburthen  his  kingd'>m  of  them,  being 

all  Protestants,  i>.  unctjitain;  liowever  they  were  left  in  a  neglect- 
ed and  starving  condition  for  nearly  two  years,  until  yielding  to 
the  importunity  of  Admiral  Colignie,  the  court  sent  a  second  em- 
barkation under  (he  command  of  Kibuuld.  A  few  days  after,  a 
iieet  of  Spanish  vessels  was  discovered  upon  the  coast,  and  Ri- 
bauld  hearing:  that  tliey  had  landed  at  Fort  Royal,  embarked 
again,  intending  to  attack  them,  (the  French  and  Spaniards  be- 
ing- then  at  war,)  but  a  hurricant-  having  driven  him  defenceless 
upon  the  coast,  they  were  compelled  to  surrender  to  the  Span- 
iards, who,  notwithstanding  a  solemn  oath  to  the  contrary,  im- 
mediately butchered  them  indiscriminately,  hanging  them  upon 
trees  with  this  iucicription:  "  This  we  do  not  because  you  are 
French,  but  because  yu  are  Protestojits.''  Some  few  escaped 
to  France,  where  little  notice  w  —  ■  >  .  of  their  monrnfui  tale, 
but  one  Gorgues,  to  revenge  tlio  :  of  so  man\-  i.t  his  conii- 

trymen,  at  his  own  expense  fitted  out  au  armament  for  tins 
country,  where,  joined  by  many  Indians,  tliey  attacked  the  Span- 
iards with  success,  hanging  them  upon  the  same  trees,  with  this 
inscription:  This  we  do  not  because  you  are  Spaniards,  but  be- 
cause you  are  p"rjured  monsters,"  kc,  <fec.,  after  which  act  of 
vengeance  tliey  returned  to  France. 

\Vhat  with  tliese  alternate  struggles,  and  the  being  constantly 
harrassed  by  the  Indians,  both  tiie  French  ami  Spaniards  seem 
tacitly  to  have  reliuMuislK'd  an  Jic^uisition,  to  whii:'h  neither  {Pos- 
sessed any  substanriid  ri:rh!.  lie  (<u)vernor  Glen)  is  of  oj)m- 
ion  that  Cabot  was  the  fir^t  discoverer,  but  on  that  account  can-

not  entertain  the  oniniun  that  hi.>^  bare  (.liscovery  aiirl  his  navi.cra- 
xlnz  ali>n,ir  the  coast,  couM  cotivey  the  property  of  tin's  country 
to  the  Eng'li^ii.  By  some  possesHioii  i.s  said  to  be  rjitfi.-ti  prdum 
po>(ii.o:  in  this  lig'ht  the  Spaniards  seem  to  iiavt*  apn'leralde  rig-ht. 
Others  say  that  possession  is  qua^i.  >iediy.m  po-^itio;  and  as  tiie 
S|»aniards  never  settled  any  where,  wliile  the  French  made  a 
sinall  fort  on  the  banks  of  the  river  May,  the  latter  may  be 
tlioiig-ht  to  liave  a  more  justiiiable  right.  This  doctrine  however, 
that  first  discovery,  first  occnpancy,  or  possession  of  a  c^umtry, 
confers  a  title  to  it,  would  only  apply  to  one  that  was  uninhabit- 
ed, (vacua)  and  even  had  it  been  so  in  this  instance,  it  was  de- 
relict and  abandoned  as  it  were  \>y  botli  the  French  and  Span- 
iards, and  consei]uently  would  belon.g-  to  the  next  occupier.  Bub 
the  case  is  different,  it  abounding-  with  inhabitants  (indig'ence) 
who  never  were  conrinered,  never  sold  or  transferred  their  inter 
ests  in  the  same,  consequently  by  the  kiw  ()f  nations  as  well  as 
the  law  of  nature,  wire  rightful  proprietors  and  lords  of  the  soil, 
continually  harrassing  the  invaders  and  at  leng'th  expelling  them 
from  their  country. 

In  this  state  it  continued  f 'r  more  than  three  g:enerations,  for 
on  Europeans  vi<:;  '  :')r  nearly  100  years  after,,  about  which 
time  some  few  L.._;i-:i  left  Virginia  and  settled  liere,  with  con- 
sent and  by  invitation  of  the  natives.  About  the  same  period 
King  Charles  2d  granted  it  to  some  of  his  subjects. 

By  paten.t  under  tiie  great  seal  of  England,  dated  at  West- 
minster. March  ''^''-2  o,  and  a  subsequent  charter  dated  June 
1665,  all  that  F  'r  territory  in  America  lying  and  extend- 

ing nortii  to  the  wv,  cr!;  md  a  half  degree  of  n')rthern  latitude, 
and  south  as  far  as  ;  iity-ninth  degree  of  north  latitude  in- 
clusive, bounded  easieri*-  oy  the  Atkmtic  Ocean,  and  reaching 
west  as  far  as  tho  South  sea,  together  with  the  ro^^alty  of  the 
i^':  i  'jprin  the  coast.  c\:c,,  (ice,  was  granted  to  Edward,  Earl  of 
Cho  -iidon,  George.  Duke  of  Albermarle,  ifec,  with  full  power  for 
themselves,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  to  assign,  alien,  &c.,  the  pre- 
mises to  such  persons  as  they  should  think  tit,  &c.  And  the 
said  proprietors  did  by  petition  to  King  George  the  2d,  in  Coun- 
cil, surrender  their  interest  in  the  aforesaid  territories,  which 
rights  were  accordingly  vested  in  His  Majesty  l)y  theAct  p.issed 
in  1T27. 

To  return  to  the  time  of  King  Charles's  grants,  the  proprietors 
immediately  set  about  planting  the  Province  at  a  v.'ist  expense, 
and  in  the  year  16(59.  Col.  \Vm.  Sayle  was  appointed  G()vernor 
by  commission  from  the  Lords  proprietors,  but  there  is  no  person 
alive  in  this  Province  wht)  came  over  in  the  iirst  embarkation; 
lie,  (the  writer,)  has  however,  seen  one  old  lady,  a  ^frs.  Smith 
who  is  still  in  qro<»d  health,  and  landed  in  the  Province  upwards 
of  seventy-five  years  ago,  where  she  has  ever  sinxe  continued. 

They  took  possession  of  the  couTitry  with  the  consent  and  srood 
vvill  of  tiie  Indians,  with  whom  they  have  been  on  friendly  terms, 
making  fair  purchases  of  land  and  otherwise  trading  wi:h  them. 
41 
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Some  of  their  trndf^rs  have  penetrated  very  far  into  the  Indian 
nations,  j-'<?vtTal  hundred  miles  west  of  the  -Mi.s.sissippi  river,  an  i 
have  sc^me  small  vsettlements  among  them;  some  six  hnmirod, 
some  eight  hnnflred,  and  RoniC  one  tlions>and  miles  from  Charles- 
Town.  The  nations  which  intervene,  viz:  the  (.'ataw})as,  Chero- 
kees,  Creeks  and  Chiekeyaws.  of  which  lrei|uent  account  ha?! 
been  g'iven  in  his  letters,  have  made  treaties  of  peace  and  oii^- 
merce  with  thorn,  always    oallin,!::;-  tlie  Governor  of  Caroliuii 

brother,"  until  some  years  since  when  they  altered  the  title  to 
that  of  "  fatlK'r."  So  oth.er  Europeans  but  what  he  will  after- 
wards observe  to  their  Lordships,  have  any  correspondence  or 
fooling  in  these  nations,  although  the  French  have  endeavoured 
frequently  to  obtain  it  by  every  means  in  their  power.  In  the 
year  1740,  the  Choctaws  declared  war  against  the  French  and 
killed  several  of  them,  and  a  little  time  after  the  head  king  sent 
down  his  brorher  to  Charles-Town,  to  make  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  this  government,  where  in  the  presence  of  the  principal 
people  of  Caroliiia  and  the  headmen  of  the  nation  of  the  Choc- 
taws, a  perpetual  league  was  entered  into.  Since  which  tinie 
the  French  have  allured  sorue  of  them  from  our  interest,  procured 
the  king-  -  •  •  '    ■  1  ;;i  -o  several  of  our  traders,  yet  t'no 

greater  p  '.  r  .  >  ^  .  ^  .  ■  "i.tinue  firm  to  our  interest,  and  pray 
His  ^^ajesty^s  protection  against  their  enemies,  the  French. 

There  are  no  other  Indians  excepting  tiiose  named  between 
this  and  the  Mississippi  river,  except  one  or  two  little  tribes  con- 
sisting of  a  few  m<m  each;  he  would  observe  also  that  the  na- 
tions called  Catawbas,  Creeks,  Chickesaws,  <&c.,  are  some  times 
called  by  otlrer  names,  kc,  but  not  to  be  too  tedious,  would  come 
at  once  to  the  subject  of  tlie  encroachments. 

"\VIt""  -r^  *  :  :  that  the  charter  (^f  Cliarles  11.,  could  givo 
any  r; .  in  prejudice  to  the  Indians,  he  considers 

their  lest  ui\v>  {■>  this  country  are  the  contracts  and  purchases 
which  they  have  made  from  the  Indians,  and  the  possession  which 
they  took  of  tiie  country  at  a  time  when  no  other  Europeans  en- 
tertained any  thoughts  of  it,  nor  f)r  a  hundred  years  previously, 
may  be  pleaded  as  a  bar  of  the  pretentions  of  any  other  povrer. 
Trusts  their  Lnrdshir-s  will  coincide  with  him  in  opinion  th«at 
^[obile,  the  Ali'ama  f  .rt  and  several  (^ihr-r  forts  which  he  enume- 
rates, all  belonging  to  the  French,  and  within  the  limits  of  the 
charter  of  this  Province,  are  ene-roachrnents  upon  their  bonndarifs, 
as  also  St.  Marks  and  Ferisac<)la,  both  in  the  bay  of  Mexico  and 
claimed  by  the  S[»aniards.  (Jives  sundry  reasons  why  tlie  p"S- 
Sf^ssion  of  Pensaeola  would  be  of  the  highest  itnportance  to  His 
Majesty,  and  to  strengthen  tiie  tith>  still  more,  informs  their  Lord- 
ships that  all  the  C(mntry  thereah>outs  was  conquered  by  them  in 
the  year  ITOo,  in  a  war  with  tfie  Apalatchi  Indians,  at  a  time 
when  they  were  at  enmity  with  t'oth  France  auil  Spain. 

Lo-;ks  up«m  the  charters  of  King  Charles  as  tlieir  best  tenure 
against  any  Eur'-peans,  aiid  therefore  will  look  a  little  more  mi- 
nutely into  the  matter.    Has  already  observed  that  several  hn- 
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glisli  fairiiiioo  were  settled  in  thi.s  countiy,  with  the  Iree  consent 
and  by  the  irivitatiDU  of  these  Indians,  even  helore  the  date  of 
Iheoe  charcoi's^  viz:  about  1053,  the  ehurtcrs  b<nii'in,Lr  datt:  H3(.>2-3 
and  16t>5;  the  limits  are  tVuni  thirty-six  and  a  iiuli' degrees  north 
latitude  bj  twenty-nine  inelusive  north  latitude,  and  i'rom  tiie  At- 
lantic Ocean  on  tiic  east  to  the  South  seas  westerly. 

In  the  year  lOOT,  a  treat}'  of  peace  was  ci'neluded  at  Breda, 
between  Great  Britain  and  France,  not  many  years  after  we  had 
publicly  taken  possession  of  this  country,  in  which  it  was  stipu- 
lated that  they  shall  no  more  molest  one  another  ia  any  part  of 
the  icorld  ichat^oei'cr.  There  are  several  other  stipulations  with  re- 
gard to  St.  Christophers  and  some  other  places  which  were  to  be 
restored  to  the  King's  of  Great  Britain  and  France  respectiveh^ 
as  they  were  possessed  by  them  before  the  1st  of  Jan.,  16G5,  and 
no  notice  being  taken  of  this  C(.>untry  in  the  said  treaty,  of  which 
we  were  in  possession  long"  before,  so  that  it  is  a  good  sign  there 
was  no  dispute  about  it.  In  like  manner  a  treaty  of  peace  and 
good  correspondence  in  America  was  concluded  between  the  said 
two  Crowns  in  1BS6,  by  which  it  was  agreed  that  tbe  Governors 
and  subjects  bel' to  cither  should  not  molest  the  subjects  of 
the  other,  kc. 

That  the  country  of  Carolina,  bounded  as  above  said,  was  at 
that  time  and  for  years  before,  a  government  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  needs  no  proof,  and  it  is  equal- 
ly true  tliat  from  the  year  106.3,  when  the  French  were  destroyed 
by  the  Spaniards,  or  at  least  from  the  3'ear  156T,  xvhen  Gorgues 
took  a  private  revenge,  till  the  time  of  this  treaty,  which  is  one 
hundred  and  twenty  years,  nu  Frenciiman  had  ever  been  vv-itaiu 
the  limits  of  our  charter.  It  is  not  to  be  omitted  that  Louis  XIV". 
in  16S4,  sent  Mons.  La  Salle  into  the  bay  of  Mexico  in  order  to 
discover  t!;.e  i-uy  •••f  t:?.-^  r.pi,  which  he  immagined  he  did 

in  the  year  ito  >,  ■    ^  "  that  river  is  within  the  limits 

of  our  charter;  i  by  some  of  his  people  in  108T, 

and  all  the  rest  rv.  La;w  i.)  -  i>ec  in  1688.  Things  remained 
much  in  the  same  state  until  1712,  when  the  same  King  granted 
to  Mons.  Crozart  a  great  part  of  this  country  under  the  name  of 
Louisiana;  this  took  place  but  a  few  diiys  after  the  suspension 
of  arms  had  been  agreed  to  betvreen  Great  Britain  and  France,  a 
great  proof  of  the  {teriidy  of  the  latter  nation. 

Equally  unjustiriable  and  contrary  to  treaties,  would  it  be  for 
the  Spaniards  to  lay  any  claim  or  to  pretend  to  any  part  within 
our  limits,  for  in  lOOT  a  treaty  was  concluded  at  Madrid  between 
the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  by  which  a  firm  confed- 
eration was  agreed  to  be  observed  inviolably  between  their  res- 
pective dominions  and  the  territories  belonging  to  each,  but  no 
express  mention  was  made  of  America,  nor  are  the  words  "  in 
any  part  of  the  iL'orld  ic/iatMoeier'  made  use  of.

DrPviNG  part  of  the  year  185(3,  I  had  as  a  canip-serTant,  a 
Catawba  Indian  and  occasionally  aniiised  myself  in  the  even- 
ing's, after  the  day's  field  duties  in  the  State  geological  survey  of 
South-Carolina  v.    •  .  l-y      :.'-g  down  some  words  of  his 

language — a  iin:,  .  '  udy  which  may  well  be  considered  par- 
donable only  ;is  ,  ion.  when  it  is  kncjwn  that  the  Catawba 
nation  at  present  numbers  bur  fifty  human  beinfji;s.  men,  women 
and  children.  Xevertheless.  since  this  once  p-iwerful  tribe  is  thus 
rapidly  passing  away,  owing  to  debauch.ery  and  disease — for 
they  liavc  always  been  on  amicable  terms  with  the  whites,  and 
the  rifles  of  the  latter  are  not  among  the  causes  of  extermination 
— there  may  be  those  to  whom  the  subject  may  not  appear 
unworthy  of  preservation.  I  am  informed  that  nothing  has  ever 
been  written  on  '  lian  tongue,  and  there  may  be  a  period 
when  its  omissioh  _  be  regarded  with  regret  by  the  Ameri- 
can philologist. 

To  endeavor  to  lay  bare  all  the  intricate  labarynth  of  an  In- 
dim  grammar  is  not  my  object.  All  that  I  propose  to  do,  is  to 
give  the  words  which  I  learnt,  to  point  out  some  perceptible 
derivations  of  words,  to  explain  their  pronunciation,  and  to  show 
the  little  that  it  was  possible  to  learn  regarding  the  gramma- 
tical coustructi'jn  of  sentences. 

A  knowled.^'e  of  other  Indian  languages  would  ho  necessary 
to  point  out  the  more  important  features,  and  this  I  du  ni)t 
possess.    The  difliculty  of  the  study  of  the  Catawba  is  increased 
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by  the  fact,  that,  as  it  is  very  evident  in  some  instances,  many 
\s-(,)rJs  are  h'St,  while  others  are  niodiiinl,  or  ajiplied  to  uih<'r 
than  the  original  ()l-)ject,  by  constant  contact  with  so  different  a 
lang'uage  as  our  own.  An  instance  of  the  former  we  find  in  the 
word  co-ne-he-r'h,  g-ood,  the  comparative  of  which  is  him-haar  me 
rah-e-deh,  and  the  supurlative  him-haar  me-rah-htr,  for  now  they 
possess  no  v^'ovd  hi))  I'baar  fur  OUT  "good,"  although  we  still  tind 
him-haar  or  him-hah  employed  as  the  affirmative,  "  yes." 

AVirh  regard  to  the  conjugation  of  the  verbs,  two  prominent 
difficulties  exist  in  seeking  to  obtain  correct  information  in 
another  language  from  an  illiterate  person.  In  the  first  place, 
h(nv  is  one  to  descril^e  to  him  the  present,  past  and  future?  Take 
for  instance  the  verb  to  kill.  "I  kill''  is  di-guah,  but  how  do 
we  know  that  di-guah  may  not  mean  "  I  arn  killing?''  Di-quon 
tareh  is  the  past;  but  whether  it,  is  the  perfect  or  imperfect,  it  is 
difficult  to  say.  The  probability,  however,  is  that  /'(7?v/i  means 
"have'-  in  this  application,  and  that  this  is  therefore  tlie  pertect. 
The  imperative  is  d'L-k'6-d.<i~h :  but  it  would  rather  seem  frcm 
other  cases  that  f/rz  means  "go,''  and  that  therefore  da-lSd-d-d' h 
signifies  "go  kill."

to  the  Indian.  Here  again,  however,  a  difficulty  occurred,  for  ii 
is  customary  with  them  to  cut  up  words  most  barbarously,  and 
either  to  leave  a  );»art  of  it  only  to  indicate  its  presence  in  tii 
sentence,  or  else  to  splice  the  mutilated  portion  into  it  in  the  ni-j-t 
singular  way — not  unlike  the  German  in  fact.  As  an  instance 
the  fwrmer,  I  might  give  the  sentence:  "Da  icheet  haak-pn-<  i 
koneh;'  "  Go  saddle  the  horse;"'  literally,  "  Go  horse  saddle  put. ' 
In  this  w/te^<^^  stands  for  ifhcetmnguayeh,  which  is  the  word  fv-r 
horse,  and  h'lok-pang  (r.v  h'iak-pang-h'iy,  saddle. 

A  feature  which  appeared  to  me  very  singular,  is  tli'- 
fact,  that  even  n^w  it  is  easy  to  perceive  the  derivation  >  '

•/(•jeets,  and  for  whieli,  since  the  appearance  of  the  whii*  - 
they  ha<l  to  create  new  words,  like  the  Creek  word  tchoiv  ', 
horse,  from  khoijo,  deer,  and  iotto,  large.

In  closing  these  remarks,  I  feel  as  if  erecting  somewhat  of  a 
posthumous  monument  to  this  Indian  tongue,  for  the  rapid  pro- 
gress of  mortality  will  soon  sweep  away  tlie  sj-ar^^e  remnant  (.'f 
the  tribe — a  singular  instance  of  the  inability  vS  tho  red  race  to 
continue  prosper* 'US  in  the  presnuce  of  the  whites,  even  when  in 
a  state  of  amity  ;  for  no  instance  is  on  record  of  the  Catawbaa 
having  taken  up  arms  against  us.  On  tlie  contrary,  durin<jc  the  re- 
volution, when  tiioy  wore  a  powerful  tribe  and  could  inuster  many 
Warriors,  they  assisted  the  South-Carolina  troops  to  the  bost  of 
their  ability.    And  yet,  poor  fellows,  a  generation  more  and  they 
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and  their  Idii.iruapre  will  be  amoriix  the  thiiij^'S  tliat  were.  It  caiu 
iH.'i  iuil  to  surprise  us  thiit,  dwindling'  away  as  tiiey  do  so  per- 
cvptibly,  their  peculiar  toii,i>'ue  should  still  have  been  preserved. 
Kveu  now,  however,  their  papooses  learn  no  Enurlish  until 
they  arrive  at  tlie  ag'o  of  ten  or  twelve,  and  I  found  stout  boys 
and  •2;\r\ii  who  did  not  even  understand  a  word.  Nevertheless 
the  present  adults  are  conscious  of  having  lost  many  words  and 
fn-qiu^itly  tell  you  that :  *'The  old  ones,  (now  dead,)  knowed  a 
heap  more." 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  solicit  some  indulgence  for 
the  hasty  manner  in  which  this  article  was  penned.  The  tent 
was  my  study  at  the  time.  But  possibly  the  sylvan  camp  was 
really  the  most  suitable  spot  in  which  to  write  these  brief  notes 
on  the  language  of  an  Indian  tribe,  once  perhaps  the  most  pow- 
erful in  South-Carolina,  now  represented  only  by  a  few  families, 
and  soon  to  be  obliterated  entirely,  It  is  not  only  a  dead  Imu 
'juagt',  but  a  langaage  of  the  dead,
